Four miners lost their lives in the mines of Marikana 


THE RESPONSABILES ARE THE STATE AND THE 
TRANSNATIONAL COMPANIES 


L ast Friday (22-01- 
2016) four miners 
lost their lives in the 
platinum mine Impala 
Company near Rustenburg. 

The fire broke out in the 
mine at shaft 14, and four 
workers were completely 
suffocated, seeking the 
emergency exit and then 
died. This is not the first 
case, and despite the lack of 
official figures, workers of 
all mines have denounced 
the terrible working condi¬ 
tions for which they are ex¬ 
posed. The imperialist 
companies in their uncon¬ 
trollable thirst for profit 
leaves the miners under de¬ 
plorable conditions causing 
even losing their life. 

The reality is that all 
mines of the platinum belt 
whose capital is Rustenburg, 
are workers from all South 
Africa as well as immigrant 
workers from Lesotho and 
Botswana among others. 
These four comrades had 
left their families and loved 
ones to work in the mines. 
They were from the North 
West province. 

The responsible for these 
deaths are the state, the 
Zuma's government of 
ANC-PC-COSATU follow¬ 
ers of Apartheid and the im¬ 
perialist transnational 
companies that plunder 
Africa. Murdererous bosses! 
South Africa is one of 



the countries with the 
largest reserves of gold, 
platinum, diamonds, copper 
and other minerals. The 
bourgeoisie dismisses; 
“lower” the budgets, does 
not invest in machines and 
exploits the workers twice. 

In 2012 when workers 
went on strike to claim for 
their wages, for 12.500R, 
the bosses and the govern¬ 
ment did not hesitate to 
send their police forces and 
kill in blood cold 34 miners 
in struggle. TODAY WE 
ARE IN FRONT OF A 
NEW CRIME! 

For its part, the union 
bureaucracy of NUM said it 
was "deeply concerned 
about these fatalities hap¬ 
pening at Impala Plat¬ 
inum." They are required 
participants for the transna¬ 
tional companies to impose 
these deplorable working 
conditions and are directly 
responsible for the murder 


of the 34 miners in 2012. 

They are accomplices of 
the bosses! Down with the 
collaborationist bureau¬ 
cracy of the bosses! 

Only workers can guar¬ 
antee our safety and we 
take care of our lives. Let 
set up a Workers Safety 
Committee voted in as¬ 
sembly with full powers to 
stop production at any 
risky work!

Long live the fight of the South African Students! 



F acing a new attack of 
Zuma's government, 
thousands of stu¬ 
dents take the streets across 
the country. Days ago, stu¬ 
dents of University of Wits 
(Witwatersrand) in Johan¬ 
nesburg went to fight 
against the announced in¬ 
crease of fee by the univer¬ 
sity authorities to enroll for 
next year. The fee increase 
they wanted to impose is 
10.5% and the initial regis¬ 
tration fee in college by 
6%, which is approxi¬ 
mately 10,000 rand, such 
figures would leave thou¬ 
sands of students unable to 
continue their education or 
enter to university. 

The rage of the student 
movement did not wait. On 
Monday students blocked 
in Empire St, preventing 
the movement of cars, and 
imposed the closure of Wits 
University. This soon was 
spread to the entire country. 
Today they are developing 
mass protests in different 
universities as in Rhodes 
University, Pretoria, 
UKZN, Fort Hare, CPUT, 
Free State University and 
others. 

In the case of Cape 
Town, the students burned 
tires, occupied buildings 
and rose up barricades at 
the University of Cape 
Town. University authori¬ 
ties denounced the students 
in struggle against the boss 
justice with claimed illegal 
the struggle, sending police 
to suppress the demonstra¬ 
tion. 23 students were ar¬ 


rested. Facing this situation, 
more than 200 students, 
workers, lectures and uni¬ 
versity staff gathered in 
Rondebosch police station 
in solidarity with impris¬ 
oned students. 

On 21/10, tens of thou¬ 
sands of students gathered 
outside Parliament, chant¬ 
ing slogans and waving free 
education, to protest against 
Education Minister, Blade 
Nzimande, against rising 
fees. Along with them, hun¬ 
dreds of teachers-lectures 
were supporting them. And 
again, the government and 
parliamentarians of this 
apartheid regime responded 
by sending police forces to 
repress, with tear gas and 
rubber bullets and taking 
dozens of people to jail. 

Down with tuition fee! 
Free quality and Public 
education! 

Fet take the war cry of 
the Chilean students "edu¬ 


cation first for the son of 
the workers, then education 
for the bourgeois son" and 
"free and public education 
funded with the re-national¬ 
ization without compensa¬ 
tion and under workers' 
control of the copper." 

Increased the educa¬ 
tion budget based on pro¬ 
gressive taxes on large 
fortunes and the expro¬ 
priation without compen¬ 
sation of the imperialist 
banks and mines!

O n October 25 last year, the re¬ 
sults of fraudulent elections in 
Haiti were 32.7% for the offi¬ 
cial candidate Jovenel Moise (the can¬ 
didate of the current president 
Martelly) and 25,29% for the opposi¬ 
tion Jude Celestin. According to this 
result, to resolve the elections it was 
necessary a second round of voting to 
be held in December. The second bal¬ 
lot was suspended due to a political 
crisis where the opposition and pro 
government forces accused each other 
of fraud. 

The second ballot must be held this 
time- this was the second try- on Jan¬ 
uary 24 but the opposition denied run¬ 
ning for president leaving a political 
crisis open at the top. Those at the top 
fought each other and got divided and 


through the breaches the masses burst 
out in a mass political struggle against 
the government, the fraud, hunger and 
especially the biggest “fraud”: the evil 
occupation of murderous troops of UN 
(Minustah) disguised as humanitarian 
and peacefully when in fact by the 
bayonets they guarantee the worst 
famine, diseases, and misery for the 
Haitian masses. 

Thus, during the day January 23, 
the Haitian masses with the youth 
without future at the head in Port 
Principe and in the vast majority of the 
neighbourhood all across the country 
they clashed against the police and the 
invaders UN troops. These UN troops 
are centrally formed by ghurka Boli¬ 
varian troops from Argentina, Brazil, 
Bolivia and Uruguay, among others 


under the command of USA and 
France. 

Haiti is one of the most exploited 
and poorest countries in the world. 
Black workers suffering diseases like 
cholera, AIDS, poliomyelitis, and the 
worst of the illnesses: the chronic 
famine. A country transformed into a 
reservoir of slave workers. The afflic¬ 
tions of masses got even deeper after 
the earthquake taking place on January 
12, 2010 causing the death of over 
200.000 people. Even today, tens of 
thousands couldn’t still recover their 
homes. The infrastructure of roads, 
electricity and water are almost inex¬ 
istence. Under those conditions last 
year in January masses rebelled and 
made the Martelly government and oc¬ 
cupation regime tremble. And today 






under the same conditions we witness 
the exploited launch a new battle set¬ 
ting on fire the ballot boxes against the 
occupation regime and his lackeys. 

Masses applying their revolution¬ 
ary spontaneity linked the fight 
against the fraud with the struggle for 
bread and against the occupation car¬ 
rying out an upheaval deepening even 
more the political crisis of those at the 
top that can no longer rule in the old 
way. Facing this revolutionary mass 
outburst , a third bourgeois faction 
commanded by the coupist Guy 
Philippe declared they are ready for 
the war against the “anarchists” who 
don't want elections. Meanwhile 
USA warned they will not accept any 
violence on the part of the Haitian 
people. 

Bastads! The Haitian masses 
obliged to eat mud, to bury their fam¬ 
ily in common graves, to suffer under 
an extreme poverty due to the imperi¬ 
alist plundering have the legitimacy 
and absolute right to get rebelled and 
upsurge with the same or even more 
violence with which they are deprived 
from bread and a decent life. 

The conditions of misery, the lack 
of public health and job pushed 
masses to the revolutionary struggle 
against the capitalism that only offers 
death and subhuman life conditions. A 
struggle that poses the beginning of 
the Centro American revolution, that 


marks a 180° angle against castrism, 
seller out of the socialist Cuba to 
Obama and imperialism when it is at 
the order of the day-today more than 
ever- to conquer new revolutionary 
Cubas of 1959 by expropriating the 
imperialism and his lackeys to give 
bread and the land to the exploited. 

The black working class stood up 
and will stand up one and a thousand 
times but those scabs of socialism 
never will do so!
